TEXAS. 

A great detil has been s;iid pro and con 
uptin ihe qoeslion whellu!r the I exiun 
insuriecli ii i.s j!isutiablc <»r not. Let us 
see ifa few plant slateuii-nlb m:i\ no! set- 
llc ii 

There arc in f.icl, two tlisliuct ques- 
lions involved i-t-F'irsI, iis between Mexi- 
co timl Texas; Secondly, as lelwecii 
Mexico and the Uiiileil Siali s. 

,4s helwcen .Mexico and Texas. 

Between the gmernment ol Iturbide, 
and the government ol rS'unIri Annu, there 
have been several revoluliims, the fol lov- 
ing facts are hislorically undeniahle. 

When Texas hegaii l<> he settled by 
emigraiits from tlie United Slates, und 
previous lo Santa Anna's elevation, the 
Government adopted by the various stales 
of South America, was like onr own, a 
Federal Union of separate und itidcpenu- 
ent communities. 

To this Federal Unlor. Texas conceded 
as a conqronent part. Austin’s settle- 
ment was acknowledged by ilic govern- 
ment of 1824 , 

This utiiled federal government was 
put down bv ,a coalition between Sania 
Anna, the i’l ieslliood, and the .Ansiocra- 
cv of the eounirv . The existing govern- 
ment was cliiiiiged, not by a coiiveiii lui 
of tlie people, but by a military force, led 
by Saniu Anna, und which created a 
central consolidated goverinnent, one and 
indivisible, at the head ol which Santa 
was placed by his own soldiert , with the 
aid of the Pnosihood. 

Against tins (brcihle change Texas re- 
moiislraled, hut in vain. It claimed to 
he a part of the United Federal States of 
South Americ,3, ar.d refused to belong to 
the consulidiilcd despol ism ol Simla Anita. 

' Fnidmg no redress, the ’I'eMans gitve no- 
in e III iheir nilciinoii of separiiliiig trom 
the dcspoiisiii of Santa Anna, ami (hav- 
ing no olher resourse) of the declaring 
their own independence. And in the 
name of common justice and common 
sense, why not? 

South Carolina is a Slate helongiog to 
the Federal Union called the United 
Slates. Suppose the olher States choose 
to adopt a central consolidated despotism 
willi General Jackson at the head ol it — 
may not South Carolina say, this was not 
onr bargain — we came into the Union on 
no such conditions. Non hac in federa 
veni. Wo choose lo separate rather than 
form part of a consolidated Despotism. 
Is there a Carolinian who would deny 
this right of separation? 

Tile contract under which ihe Texians! 
entered Ihe Federal Union of South A-j 
mcrica, has been broken. They have; 
remonstrated without redress. An at-| 
tempt has been made to force them to the 
despoiism of Santa Anita’s consolidated 
government. They have resisted and, 
revolted. Success lo ihem, say I. 

On what grounds do wo justify our own 
opposilion to ihe infamous emrce bill ol 
Ihe (iespoi who caused it lo he passed, 
except, that it was aii attempt lo fiiroe 
upon us b\ hostile iiriiiameiits, acquies- 
cence in the breach of a coiisliiulioual 
couqtaci? Have the Texians doin- any 
thing else? They hav e been ‘Iriveii into 
independence to escape from despotism, 
and they will prohahly succeed. ! 

Oh! say the the lories and conserve-' 
lives, the eastern politicians and the abo- 
litionists of our own country, the conquer- 
ors of Santa Anna were not Texians, they 
are land speculators from the United 
Stales. What then? Were they not in- 
|viled and encouraged bv lh<! national an- 
Uhorities to settle in Texas? Was not 
a land remuneration proposed to them? 
.Are not all the Enqiressasios land con- 
tractors on condition ol selllemeni ? VVlieii 
Great Britiaii altempted the despotic suh- 
jeclioii of the American rohjiiies, they 
hired Hessian soldiers and paid Inern in 
coin, for they had money in plenty. We 
al.so invited military assistance, and we 
paid ill land, because wc had no money; 
ill soldier’s cerliticales . Why may not 
the Texians do likewise? Bless us! how 
some men arc apt lo strain at a gnat, who 
can swallow a camel! 

Does not Switzerland periiiit her citi- 
zens lo fight in foreign wars for p.iy ? — 
And if ihev are satisfied wiih a retnune- 
raiion, who has ,t right lo object? Who 
objects to B.iron Steuben, De Kttlb, or 
Koskiiisco? — Was not La Favelto remu- 
nerated by a grant in Floiiihi? 

Mr. Editor, 1 lav it down ns .i principle 
of intomalional law, fully supported hv 
our own l evoliilion, that a breach of eon 
tract hv which the coustilutiou of a eoim- 
Iry audits fundamental laws are forcibly 
'ehunged and set at nought will jitsllfv 
'revolution and reecs.«ioii, if there he no 
olher remedy for the evil; ;uid that an 
oppicss(!d people mav seek for aid when 
and where they can obtain it, and |)av for 
that aid in any mode ol recompense with- 
in iheir power, whith those who come to 
their i.ssislance are willing to accept. — 
Look ai ihe Iransaolions of Spain at the 
present nionient. D-ms not Don Ca>|os 
acccpl of any liodv ? Does not the Queen’s 
parly accept of the services of General 
Evans and the Brit-sh troops? Whv are 
the Texians to lie deharrcii any of the 
usii;il modes of resisting lyrannv and op- 
pression? 



'I’lie tyranny of the Mexicans might as j 



well ho made another ground of nrgn, 
tueni; they act as hastes humani generis: 
despisers ol all the rules of civil war: but 
this is a siihsepueiit and secondary ques- 
tion. I have argued the Texian question, 

1 inisl, as an American ought to argue 
it. 

For ihe informa’ioii of your readers I 
have eollci-lcd ihe following facts: 

'I'liechiul op-ichs of iho Me.xiean revo- 
lntioo,are hiielK as lollow — 

The plan of Iguala led to the declara- 
tion of lmlopeii-li!nce of South Anierici,, 
and phici'd Iturbide at ihe head of ihe 
goveiiinient in 1822. 

He w:is ilriven away; anil a federah 
rcpiililic in imitation of ilie United Stales- 
was esiahllshed in 1824; the first Con- 
gress under this Fi deral Union took place 
in 182I>, at Guadaloupe Victoria. 

The first dlslnrhaiiec was owing to the' 
political character of the froe-mason so- 
cieties, the E-coses(!3, and the Yorkinos- 
and a jealousy of Mr. Poinsell for ihede- 
eided put he look in lavor of the latter. 
This 1 ega w ilh Montano, at Ollumba, 
in 1827. It was continued in 1828 by 
Col. RinPro. Then came on the revolt 
of Nicholas Bravo, the Vice President of 
the Kepiihlic, and an abettor of the Es- 
cosses iigainst the Yorkinos. He watt 
pul down by Guerrere. Podraza \ya»- 
ihen elected as President of the Federuft 
Repiihlic by two votes. Santa Anna- 
arose about this time, and kept up a milf— 
tary opposition, till he procured the for- 
cible expulsion from Mexico, and thev 
plimder of all the native Spaniards. 

In 1830, Biista mettle, Vice President,, 
and Santa Anna were at war: the result 
was, that after continued military revolts 
I and disturbances. S.inta Anna overturned . 

I the Federal Republic in May, 1833. In> 

I April, 183-4, he drove away the Congress;; 
and in 135, he hanished the Vice Presi- 
dent, Gomez Farias, and established him- 
sell, first as President ad interim, and then 
dlclalor 111 fact ot a consolidated central', 
despotism, which he held till his defeat 
and capture. In these proceedings it is: 
nut to he concealed that Santa Anna had! 
maiiv naiive South Americans his abet- 
tors in Texas; but no one will believe 
that the American settlers, attached as 
wc all are to the Federative Republic,, 
would join a party bent on establishing a 
Central Despotism, in opposilion to that 
under ilie faith of w hich, ihey settled in. 
Texas. 

The first scliloment made by Col. S. 
i'. .Au.siin was on ihe Brazos, .in 1821;. 
his otiginal gram was confirmed by the 
Federative Repnhiican Government off 
1824. .All his, and ail the other- subse- 
quent grams lo various speculators, con- 
tractor.* *, or Kmpressarios, are under the- 
authority of ihe fcilerative republic. They- 
cover the whole face of the country fronv 
Nueces to the Red River, and from the 
Gulf lo the niuiinlains. Mu.st of them are 
now held hv American speculators in our.- 
seaport towns and at Washington; but 
be they held by whomsoever, these con- 
tracts were sanctioned by, and made un-* 
der the authority, and founded on the ex- 
istence of the Federate Republic which: 
Santa Aanna overthrew by military force:. 
Anil it may he worth while here to sug- 
gest, that any contract with Coahiiila or 
Texas, not acknowledged and specially: 
sanctioned by the general Government,, 
is void. Nor can any American now 
bring Mexican or Texian Script hut with 
it reasonable prohahility that he purchases 
an attendant lawsuit, if this confirmatioiu 
he .vanting. 

The minor grievances of an attempt to 
establish a Ttiritf, A.C., it is not worth, 
ivliilc lo dweil upon. The grand, the- 
leadi ig leanire of the argument is the 
right of the Texians lo come under a> 
federative republic, on the faith of which 
lhe\ einigraieil, inslead of a central miir— 
larv dcspiitism — or to sccide. 

The fiist [itihlic declaration of Inde- 
pendence was on the 7ih November, 1835, , 
renewed in December, 1835, at La Ba- 
hia or Goliad. About 90 persons met,, 
und llieir recommendalion has been a- 
dopled by iheir fellow citizens. 

The ground of defence here taken was 
hv the 'I'exiaii convention of March, 1836,, 
that met at Washington in Texas.. All 
these facts the reader ma\ find corrobo- 
latetl by the last Norih .American Re- 
view. 

But the question between the Unitedi 
States and Mexico, is anolhor and a- dif 
lerent question. I agree to the doctrines 
aiivniiced in the very sensible letter of 
.Mr Isaac Preston of New Orleans; nor 
do I think Col. W. C. Preston of the Sen- 
ate would be inclined lo deny them — be- 
ing in amity with the Mexican Govern- 
ment, tho United Slates are bound to, 
strict neutrality between Mexico and 
Te.vas,and the movement of Gen. Gaines- 
over the boundary line must he satisfac- 
torily explained. I |)resiime it can be,, 
though I do not see at present how. ilcam 
he. 

'I’lie Ui ilod Slates Government is noP 
hound lo impossibilities. 'Pho cmigfa— 
lion of individuals into Texas cannot be’ 
prevented, iinle.ss by a cordon of troops- 
;and vessels to keep the whole boundary, 
line in a state of actual blockade. Is thie 
possible? I’he individuals go at Iheir* 
own risk m defiance of our proclamations;, 
and who can prevent ihem? We are t»- 
do what we can; we are not required lo’ 
aliempl what is manifestly out of our' 
pow er to succeed iu. 

But till! cohl-hlooiled murder of troops 
that had sui rendered, and the treacher- 
ous imprisomnenl of envoys with pass-- 
pons, are circumstances that put the 
Mexicans out of the pale of civilized na- 
lions; and 1 doubt whether we are not 
idisgraceil by any alliance with such a 
nation. At tint rale we ate hound only 
.10 a fulfilniein of this coiilract of amity,, 
with a people who set all compacts at de- 
fiaiiee. 

'I'he liiiid speculators of the United 
Slates are usuallv the middle men be-
